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Optimism Is Well Founded 


After a Christmas buying season that 
surpassed in number of sales and fell only 
slightly short of 1948 dollar volume due 
to lower prices, Secretary of Commerce 
Sawyer’s prediction that business will con- 
tinue at high levels in 1950 is particularly 
welcome. 

This has been a highly satisfactory 
year, Despite a downturn that came in the 
Spring, things picked up about midyear 
and gross national income for the year will 
be only about two percent less than in 1948, 
the postwar peak. Actually, as Sec. Saw- 
yer pointed out, consumer purchasing pow- 
er in 1949 exceeded last year’s due to 
maintenance of personal incomes at the 
same level, lower taxes, tax refunds and 
lower prices. 

‘We recall that a year ago the prophets 
were divided. There was fear in some 
quarters of a recession and grave uncer- 
tainty over the international outlook. The 
more optimistic predicted a good year but 
that was not by any means the universal 
outlook. Today there is general feeling 
that 1950 will be prosperous, and the in- 
ternational situation appears improved. 


Russia’s new peace offensive, though it 
had better be taken not too seriously by 
all concerned, happily dims the prospect 
of another world conflict in the immedi- 
ate future. 

The Russians more and more seem to 
be basing their hopes for world conquest 
on their old theory that the capitalistic 
economy of the United States and the 
Western world will collapse of its own 
weight, paving the way for Communism 
to take over. 

As far as we can see, there is only one 
shadowy spot on the horizon. It is that 
farm incomes are on the downward trend. 
Farm income,*however, has risen propor- 
tionately higher since the war than other 
incomes. And the drop is not yet suffi- 
cient to cause concern except in local 
areas—as, for instance, the cotton crop 
failure in various parts of Georgia and 
the South. 

We think the optimism of Sec. Sawyer 
is especially significant because his 
sources of information are second to none. 
We hope nothing occurs to upset his pre- 


dictions.

Message There was not time, during the Christmas rush, 

to examine deeply into President Truman’s 
statement that good will was not enough in dealing with the 
Russians—that America had no choice but to become, and remain, 
strong on the side of liberties. After Christmas is the best time to 
discuss economy. 

No one may argue against Mr. Truman’s opinion. The Soviet 
word, pledge or treaty is, like other policies of the Soviets, good 
only so long as it benefits them and is profitable to keep. The 
cynical, fraudulent fact of any Soviet pact is too well known to 
argue the point. They are committed to push their aggression and 
they are doing well with it, short of war. Indeed, let it be care- 
fully noted they have China, without any dying or cost to them, 
which was more than Japan could do, with all her might and 
industrialization. 


A raisal Nevertheless, one must appraise the situation anew, 
Pp as must nations. We should explore the possibility 
of negotiations and agreements, just as we should recognize the 
Chinese Government if, and when, it gives evidence of acting as 
a government—and, more important—when it demonstrates it is 
abiding by international law. 

There is growing resistance in America today to the costs of 
government. Somehow, we all realize economic defeat is as costly 
in goods and liberties as war. 

But, what the average citizen is not doing is recognizing that 
what this means is objection to the cost of sustaining the power 
struggle with Russia. 

It must be maintained. But how? A depression would defeat 
us without a war. Russia knows this. Russia has no idea of war, 
but bends every effort to increasing the cost of our government, 
seeking to bring on that collapse. | 


Virginia’s famous Senator Byrd recently took 
Senator Byrd pencil in hand and showed how the Federal 
budget could be cut by $7,500,000,000. It was widely hailed in some 
quarters and the demand made the government adopt it. 

We all wish it could be done, Perhaps it can. But, candor com- 
pels even the most ardent admirer of Senator Byrd to recognize 
that he had an easier time of it in his library than Congress or the 
director of the budget would encounter. 

One of the great costs of government—which no other adminis- 
tration had in such figures—is that of the many services for vet- 
erans. It comes annually to a dismaying $6,800,000,000. It will grow. 
Payments to Civil War veterans hit their peak in 1923. Senator 
Byrd simply takes his pencil and reduces this to $5,300,000,000— 


and saves thereby $1,500,000,000. 
Why? That’s easy—with a pencil. Why doesn’t the President do 
* it? Well, because of you and me and the many civic 
clubs and chambers of commerce around the country. It was not 
too long ago that Harry Truman cut the veterans’ hospital program 
by 1,600 beds and the budget by many millions of dollars. But, 
communities didn’t want their hospitals closed, even though there 
were hospitals with empty beds and no veteran would have suf- 
fered. Congress ignored the President and restored the full budget. 
Senator Byrd simply cut the $12,300,000,000 defense budget to 
$10,200,000,000 . . . but didn’t say where or what would be- cut. 
He reduced budgeted $2,000,000,000 for communications and trans- 
portation to $1,200,000,000 . . . ignoring the growing postal deficit. 
It was easy for him to cut the farm program budget from $2,500,- 
000,000 to a mere $2,200,000,000. In the light of the recent con- 
gressional action on the farm bill he must have known he was 


just taking exercises with a pencil. 

Realities We cannot overlook the realities. Included among 
them are the fact that all of us, including Congress- 

men, are human. Congressmen also want to be re-elected. 

We have got to find a way to cut our budget. Few,.if any dis- 
agree with that fact. We have got to do it without losing military 
or economic strength. It could be done if local presesures all over 
the United States were not so determined to keep their many gov- 
ernment “projects.” 

Until we do face realities we ought to be honest enough to 
admit that cutting the budget is something far beyond the powers 
of the President, the director of the budget or any one person. 

In the final analysis it is up to us. We must realize we can’t 
go on adding services without paying more—and we must remain 
strong. We must reach agreements—bDut be strong enough to stand 
if they are broken by the Russians.

Tax Revision Is the Big Task 


Although members of the Legislature have not yet received the 
recommendations of the State Tax Revision Committee—on which 
it is hoped they will act in their 29-day session next month, it is 
believed that State Auditor Thrasher’s suggestions will not be in- 
cluded in the committee’s formal report. 

As nearly all people have recommended who have studied the 
situation closely—with the exception of Talmadge leaders—Thrasher 
recommends that a sales tax, together with a revised income tax, 
be used to produce the major part of State revenue. 

The general sales tax, which would make the 70 percent of the 
State’s population pay taxes who now are getting a free ride, 
together with an income tax, which would be graduated up accord- 
ing to the individual’s ability to pay, are the two main sources 
of income which Georgia could depend upon to operate its 
schools, build its highways and do the many other jobs required— 
and at the same time simplify the present complicated taxation sys- 
tem which is now failing by millions to produce the necessary 
revenue. 


Theme—!"° central theme of Thrasher’s plan is simple—it aims 
at making every person pay a share of the cost of run- 
ning the State, based on his or her ability to pay. 

It is a co-ordinated program. The sales tax would take more 
money, in proportion, from the man with a low income. But the 
income tax, on the other hand, would bear heavier on people 
with more money. 

The combined income and sales tax plan would work out some- 
thing like this: 

The man with an annual income of $1,000 would pay about $18 
in sales taxes during the year and no income tax at all. 

The $5,000-a-year man would pay $60 in sales tax and $50 in 
income tax. 

The over-all program would raise the State’s income by about 
$45,000,000 a year. It would cut the number of fees and taxes 


from 204 down to just eight. 


Pro rty Tax —The Thrasher plan would wipe out the State 
pe property taxes which now bring in $6,000,000 a 
year. The plan also would kill off 194 fees and so-called nuisance 
taxes which yield another $7,000,000. 

Driver’s licenses, business and professional permits, hunting 
and fishing permits—all these would be free. The State would get 
its revenue from these eight sources: 

A sales tax, a rewritten income tax, a gasoline tax, corporation 
registration fees, automobile tag sales, an estate tax, an insurance 
company tax and luxury taxes. The luxury tax would cover 
cigarettes, beer, wine, cigars and liquor. 

The program would cut taxes on cigarettes, cigars, beer and 
gasoline. All of these were raised by the special session last June.

LONDON—From my window, as these lines are written, traffic moves sedately across Waterloo 
Bridge into the areas of Waterloo Road; barges are gliding along. the Thames and gulls are looping 
above them; smoke chimneys rise gruffly in the distance, and just below, those double-decked street- 


cars are clanging along the embankment. 


The giant city of London is changeless and unchanging. 


Winter hasn’t yet struck the British Isles; the weather is extraordinarily mild. 


Rationing still persists in this England. You 
still get the two tiny pellets of sugar with your 
room-service coffee, and there is considerable 
wailing over the shortage of meats, sweets, but- 
ter, eggs, bacon, fats, tinned goods and petrol. 
Fish isn’t rationed and clothing can now be 
bought without coupons. 


Shaftesbury Avenue remains the most impor- 
tant theatrical thoroughfare in London’s West 
End; the curtain-rising time for the town’s plays 
is at 7:15 and 7:30; cab drivers thank you for a 
shilling but never for a six-pence; traffic is as 
heavy as it ever was in Oxford Circus, and there's 
been no decline in the popularity of gin-and-tonic 
as an any-hour-of-the.day beverage. 


There is a great deal of talk just now, in 
Mayfair and Soho and in Chelsea, of the coming 
general election, which will probably take place 
in February. Talk and a lot of guessing. Church- 
ill’s party is given a chance, but no more than 
a chance, by some of the political-minded people 
who have expressed themselves to me since my 
arrival from the Near East. The general belief 
exists, however, that Attlee will win again. 


“Churchill,” observed a London editor over his 
ale at Claridge’s, “is the man of the half-century 
for the British Empire, but it won’t be easy to 
get him back into office as Prime Minister.” 

Current big movie attraction: The American 
film called “Pinky” ... Americans in town, in 
their after-theater prowlings, are to be found at 
the Caprice, the Savoy Grill and Les Ambassa- 
deurs Club, which features hot hors d’oeuvres, 
hamburger steak and crepe suzette. ... Joe E.

WESTBROOK PEGLER 


On Mayor O'Dwyer and Others 


NEW YORK—The rising contempt for the people among men of power in pub- 
lic office is apparent again in the votes of the Board of Estimate and the Council 
of the City of New York to raise the pay of Mayor O’Dwyer and others—now 
that the election is out of the way. O’Dwyer‘s salary goes up from $25,000 to 


$40,600. 


The Controller’s salary is increased from $20,000 to $30,000, and there 


are other grabs, diminuendo down to favorite secretaries with an understandable desire for more of 


the good things of life. 


The only public official on the list who is actually worth his present pay of 


$15,000 and even his raise, which brings him up to $25,000, is Robert Moses, the Park Commissioner, 
who is widely recognized as one of the most useful, constructive Americans of his time, but, ironi- 
cally, can’t be elected to any office because he will not flatter the vanity or exaggerate the intelli- 


gence of the common man. 

This is not an attempt to analyze and deplore 
in detail the schedule of raises, but more an 
essay on the arrogance of public officials toward 
the faceless people who vote for them and who 
can be relied upon absolutely and almost in- 
variably to forget affronts and failures next 
time around. 


O'Dwyer is an ex-policeman, a native of 
Ireland, whose success in the United States 
is a dramatic refutation of the organized 
plaint of an organized propaganda to the 
effect that we are a Fascist country in which 
“minority groups” are, as it were, stoned in 
the streets. He has been fortunate beyond 
the deserving of his ability, for he is a 
mediocre man whose City Administration has 
been markedly unsuccessful. 


To be sure, he faced unusual problems in’ 


the inflation and the moral disorganization which 
ensued upon the war, but these problems were 
plainly apparent when he sought the job both 
times. And he contributed mightily to the in- 
flationary process. After a brief hesitation his 
vanity succumbed to the temptation of the of- 
ficial mansion, the only official mansion provided 
for a Mayor in the entire United States, and 
moved in. This was an early symptom. Latterly, 
again with the election out of the way, he used 
a police airplane, the property of the City of New 
York, to take him and his fiancee on a vacation 
trip to Saratoga. That was an improper use of 
public property which emphasized the fact that 
if the plane could be so easily spared that the 
Mayor could use it for co p ses it 
wasn’t necessary at all and had better be de 
commissioned and sold. He had no more right to 
use this ship for this purpose than he had to com- 
mandeer a hook-and-ladder truck from the fire 
department to drive to Florida. 


The Mayor next went into hospital for rest 
and treatment which presumably were necessary 
and which no kindly citizen would deny him. 
But he went into Bellevue Hospi which is a 
municipal institution, and got de 
modations whereas the common man has been 
suff gross indignities and cruel neglect in 
some * city hospitals, but not Bellevue as 
far as I know, although he is not coddled as 
O'Dwyer was, even at Bellevue. This self-in- 
dulgence was reminiscent of the conduct by Har- 
old Ickes, the old miser who was facetiously 
known as Honest Harold, in putting himself
